REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1-9, the prior art fails to teach a method of transmitting a 

plurality of sub-streams in a multi-stream digital audio broadcasting system, said 
method comprising the steps of: "allocating a unique frequency partition to each of said 
sub-streams for a plurality of consecutive time slots; allocating a unique time slot to 
each of said plurality of sub-streams," which is considered in combination with other 
limitations, as specified as, in the independent claim 1. 

Regarding claims 10-18, the prior art fails to teach a transmitter in a multi-stream 
digital audio broadcasting system, comprising: "a modulator for allocating a unique 
frequency partition to each of two or more sub-streams for a plurality of consecutive 
time slots; a delay circuit for allocating a unique time slot to each of said two or more 
sub-streams," which is considered in combination with other limitations, as specified as, 
in the independent claim 10.
